The tractor was in running order 
when Ken got it, and he often used to 
take it to ploughing matches. But it was 
a stroke of luck that led him to discover 
that the rocker was running dry. He only 
discovered this when he took the cover off 
to check the tappets. With the petrol tank 
and head removed, he took a good look 
around the engine to find the fault. The 
pistons and liners were as good as new. 
However, the cylinder head stud (situated 
to the right-hand side of the driver at the 
rear of the engine) which was drilled and 
supplied oil feed to the rocker was blocked 
so a new one had to be machined. A lucky 
escape indeed. 


Workhorse 
He likes his model WM to be seen as a 
working tractor and leave the features where 
he can that show its well-worked past, such 
as the wear on drawbar where the pin had 
worn the eyes oval. He had considered 
making them good but left them as they 
were an indication of all the hard work the 
tractor had done over the years. 

Ken, now 75, is no stranger to the 
land and spent all his working life in 
agriculture.

While he 
was there, he was the only one to work 
with it, and it brought back so many happy 
memories for him. 


Tough engine 

Allis-Chalmers were proud of their 
“mighty A-C engine” and its precision 
manufacture, declaring in their promotional 
material for the model M that “here is an 
engine built to withstand harsh, relentless 
service in extreme heat or bitter cold...in 
tough going. ..to pull heavy loads...to work 
long hours. It is the kind of engine you have 
always wanted in your tractor? 

This point is not lost on Ken, who 
added: “Tractors like this were used to 
being worked hard whether they ran 
on paraffin or diesel they wanted to be 
worked to keep them right. The old hands 
used to say, ‘they would be neither sick nor 
sorry if working hard: The variable speed 
governor is really sensitive, and it was also 
said that when you turned around on the 
ends into a headwind it would kick in!” 

The engine was also designed to run on 
gasoline, kerosene, or distillate “whichever 
fuel is cheapest, most easily obtainable, 
or best suited to the work or territory in 
which the tractor was being used”. It could 
even be adapted to run on butane. 


Long life 

Ken says the gear lever is still as stiff as it 
was if it were new. Allis-Chalmers were 
keen to promote the robustness of their 
products to their potential customers 

with statements such as “no finer gears 

are made than those found in the 
transmission and final drive of the Model 
M” and “the gears in the Model M, given 
proper lubrication, will outlast the tractor’. 
Something that Ken can easily believe after 
all his experience with the tractor. 

Going around the crawler Ken 
explained that it is fitted with a Case 
magneto, which would not have been 
the original make on the tractor when 
produced. He added: "I understand that 
the side plates came with the tractor but at 
some point, they were perhaps taken off 
for some engine maintenance and were 
most likely run over, which was a common 
occurrence. Another problem I had was

For display 
On my visit, Ken had to bring out his 
Model WM from the barn where his 





machinery is stored (or should I say 
hibernating this year because of the 

Covid situation). Nevertheless, the tractor 
turned over quite easily to trundle out for 
our photoshoot. At the back of the barn 
was a Ransomes Mid- Trac plough, well 
suited to the tractor, and a bowser he has 
refurbished. Ken likes to use them hooked 
up with the Model WM at events such as 


Ken's Model M with bowser and Ransomes 
plough at a past Carrington Rally. 


the Carrington Rally to show the type of 
rig that would have been seen in the fields 
in days gone by. 

The tank, pump and chassis of the 
bowser are original. However, the wooden 
storage box is built around a galvanised 
water tank laid on its side, giving extra 
strength and security to the construction. 


It certainly adds an extra level of interest 
when he exhibits - I look forward to 
seeing it again soon.

enthusiasts. Ross Rae from 
Irvine is one such devotee and has a fine 
stable of veterans. 


Ross comes from a farming background 
and was born and raised just down the 
coast at a farm near Girvan. He recalls: “My 
father was a dairyman and worked at several 
holdings over the years. Things were a lot 
different back then, and tractors were just 
starting to come into their own. I remember 
when they took delivery of a new Fordson 
petrol/paraffin E27N. These were good days, 
but life was hard for my father as dairymen 
had to work long hours.

It was a lesson not lost on Ross, who 
decided not to follow his father into 
farming. Fortunately, the E27N sparked 
his interest in tractors, a hobby that 
continues up to the present day. After 
leaving school, Ross joined the haulage 
industry as a driver's assistant. “I loved 
driving lorries,” he recalls. “I had to wait 
until I was 21 to get a licence but started 
work as a driver’s mate for a local firm 
called H & D Gillespie Ltd. We lifted 
milk in the morning up to Glasgow 
and returned with cattle feed in the 
afternoon. I remember we drove a Leyland 
Beaver and AEC Mercury. Lorry brakes 
were quite crude compared to modern 
standards, so you had to keep your wits 
about you.” 


Ross ended up working for the local council 
where he drove everything from tractors 
to snow ploughs. He eventually became an 
inspector until he retired at age 60. 

“Once I had retired in 2004, I started 
collecting and my first tractor was an early 
Nufheld, which has since been moved

on, he explained. "My wife Margaret and 
I then got the Massey Ferguson 135. The 
tractor was new to Caldwell Garage at 
Uplawmoor in Renfrewshire on March 

15, 1969. During its working career, the 
Massey also spent some time at a farm on 
the Isle of Islay and the Irvine Sports Club, 
where it was used for maintenance work. 

“The tractor needed a full restoration, 
including a complete engine rebuild and 
new tinwork. The rebuild was carried out 
by Kilmarnock Engine Services, and we 
did the rest of the work ourselves. I also 
managed to get hold of a Duncan cab, 
which has also been given a makeover. 

"Duncan cabs were made in Aberdeen 
and are sought after by Scottish 
enthusiasts. The company is still going 
strong, although the firm stopped making 
cabs a few years ago. 

Fortunately, it still runs a service 
providing spare parts. Iam a member of 
the Ayrshire Vintage Tractor Machinery 
Club (AVTMC) and like to go on 
road runs. The cab has been a big help 
protecting me from the weather, as we get 
our fair share of rain on the west coast.” 
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Ross also has a Ferguson fertiliser spinner, 
which is a very desirable accessory. “We 
acquired the spinner in 2013 from fellow 
Ferguson Club member Kevin Britton, 
who lives in New Cumnock,’ he said. 

“The fertiliser spreader that is currently 
on the MF 135 was specifically made 

for the TE-20, as part of the Ferguson 
System. The spinner is still in its original 
condition, apart from a new spinning 

disc. I've always been keen on showing my 
tractors attached to an implement, and the 
combination seems to work well.” 

No collection would be complete 
without a grey Fergie, and Ross's 
particular tractor is a 1947 model TE- 
A20. “The tractor is a local machine 
from just up the road in Eglington where 
the AVTMC used to hold their annual 
show; he explained. "The Fergie was first 
registered for road use in 1952 and was in 
reasonable condition when I got it. The 
only refurbishment was two new front 
tyres, a new seat, front grille, and a pair of 
mudguards. I also added a totally rebuilt 
Scottish Aviation cab.’ 

“Back in 1947 when the tractor was new 
it used petrol, before switching to TVO; 
Ross explained. “Conversions were fairly 
common at the time and were designed to 
keep costs down, as TVO was a lot cheaper 
than petrol. It’s also worth remembering 
that the UK was still suffering the 
austerities of wartime rationing. 

"Ive also got a TE-F20 diesel, which is 
currently waiting to be restored. Kevin 
Britton has already agreed to refurbish the 
tractor. Once the work is finished, I will 
switch the Scottish Aviation cab over to 
the diesel and sell the TE-A20.” 


Scottish Aviation Ltd was a Scottish 
aircraft manufacturer, based at Prestwick 
airport close to Ross's home. The 
organisation was originally set up as 

a flying school but started taking on 
maintenance work in 1938, in the run-up 
to the Second World War. 

During the war, the company was 
involved in refitting aircraft for operational 
duties. This included maintenance and 
conversion of the American Consolidated 
Liberator bomber, to serve as a specialist 
aircraft with RAF Coastal Command. 
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The superb Perkins AD3.152 was the iconic 
engine of its era. 





Like all 100 Series tractors, the MF 135's 
instruments were thoughtfully laid out. 
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Now equipped to carry depth charges, the 
bomber would play an important role in 
flying long patrols and stalking German 
U-boats in the Atlantic. 

The companys old factory still exists 
and has an interesting history. It was 
formerly the ‘Palace of Engineering’ at the 
1938 Empire Exhibition in Bellahouston 
Park, Glasgow. The building was 
subsequently dismantled from its Glasgow 
site and re-erected at Prestwick. 


After the war, the company continued to 
be involved in aircraft production. In the 
Fifties, Scottish Aviation Ltd was looking to 
diversify from aircraft manufacturing, which 
was now in steady decline. Management 
was keen to make use of the company’s 
existing capacity and started to build tractor 
cabs. Tractor manufacturers at the time 
were not obliged to supply cabs as standard 
equipment, and several firms offered them 
as an accessory. The cabs were supplied 
either directly to the customer, or via a 
tractor dealer. The dealer would then fit the 
cab as part of the overall sales package. 
Early cabs were made using a light steel 
frame, with thin sheet steel cladding or 
canvas sides. Scottish Aviation Ltd was even 
reputed to have used left over Supermarine 
Spitfire parts that were now deemed 
surplus to requirements. The cabs were 
fitted to Ferguson tractors and the Fordson 
Major E27N.

By the early Seventies, tractor 
manufacturers had to provide roll-over 
protection cabs as standard fitments on 
all new tractors, to comply with the latest 
Health and Safety regulations. Although 
a few independent firms continued to 
supply cabs directly to the manufacturer, 
other companies like Scottish Aviation Ltd 
called it a day. 

In 1977 Scottish Aviation Ltd merged 
with the British Aircraft Corporation, 
Hawker Siddeley Aviation, and Hawker 
Siddeley Dynamics to form British 
Aerospace. Most of the company’s assets 
now belong to Spirit AeroSystems. 


Fordson E1A Major 


Ross also owns a Fordson E1A Major 
similar to the tractor that was working 
on the farm when he was a boy. “I always 
wanted to get one of these tractors for 
sentimental reasons,’ he said. “The tractor 
was originally new in 1954 to William 
Muirhead from Balgray Farm, by the 
village of Torranyard. The tractor was 
actually delivered to the new owner by 
my old friend George Wisener, who was 
working for the Dunlop Motor Company 
in Kilmarnock. 

“The Fordson was not only used on 
the farm but doubled up as the Muirhead 
family’s regular transport. This was quite 
common back then, as few people could 
afford cars. The tractor was regularly seen 
at Kilmarnock Cattle Market on most 
Fridays.

Some Scottish Aviation Ltd cabs offered 
accessories like a cloth bag and this toolbox, but 
most of these items were mislaid over time and 
survivors are quite rare.

Most Scottish Aviation Ltd cabs ended up on the 
TE-20 and were welcomed by drivers, especially 
during the winter months. 
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"Ihe tractor was eventually moved on, 
and I acquired it from a farm at Mauchline 
in 2017. I took it on a local club road run 
to check the tractor's performance, and 
there were obviously a few issues with 
the engine. Fortunately, George Wisener 
agreed to help me out, and the tractor 
ended up getting a complete engine 
rebuild. George knows his stuff and has 
restored a lot of his own tractors. As a final 
part of the restoration, we fitted another 
Duncan cab. 


Transport 
Unlike cars and commercial vehicles, 
getting tractors to rallies is not a 
straightforward process, and a lot of 
enthusiasts have taken to commandeering 
an old lorry. “I use a Ford Iveco 75E15 that 
was originally new to Durham Council; 
Ross explained. "As far as I am aware, the 
lorry was mainly used to transport mini 
excavators. We acquired the lorry from 
a dealer based in Liverpool in 2012. The 
lorry obviously adds to the expense, but 
my wife Margaret likes to come to shows 
and it suits us fine.” 

Ross likes to attend as many shows 
as possible during the summer months. 
This has obviously been affected by the 
lockdown, but he hopes that things might 
return to normal in 2021. “Things are still 
uncertain at the moment, but they managed 
to arrange a local road run recently for old 
commercial vehicles,” he said. “Tt was good 
to get out in the Iveco, with the MF 135 on 
the back. It takes a lot of time, money, and 
effort to organise rallies, but it will be nice 
to enjoy our tractors again and meet up 
with some old friends.”

remembering he and his wife who have 
four daughters have lived at Osborne Farm 
for some 34 years now. 

In 2006 he got the bug to go back to 
his roots and started buying tractors and 
showing them at various events including 
The Great Dorset Steam Farm where his 
Ferguson-Brown A has been shown and 
other tractors including David Browns and 
Fordsons.

Records 

Over the two days of the sale, many price 
records were amazingly achieved. There 
were ups and downs remembering that 
most of the ‘fleet’ were bought at auctions 
and prices had to be paid, but ultimately 
at the end of the day, Bert didnt lose out. 
Bert was shrewd. He paid £50,500 for a 
not so grand 1968 Doe 130 No. D669 at 
the Rodney Cowle sale just down the road 
from him at Winkleigh on May 4, 2019. 
On the Friday of his sale, he created a 
record for this type of tractor at £76,000! 
There were other massive records like the 
County 1184 No. 48777 with 400 hours 
the sister to the example that Malcolm 
Beaton sold for £54,000 just two weeks 
before.

You would have thought that was enough, 
but the 1976 Massey Ferguson 188 
Multi-Power LJL 287P with just 2708 
hours, PAVT wheels and cab in grade 2/3 
condition sold for £39,000. That’s over 
£22,000 its pre-sale estimate. However, on 
the David Brown front, the Trackmaster 
50 with a Blawknox blade and very matt 
paintwork made a good £8000, but the 
50D grade 4.8 was got away at just £28,000 
whereas the example sold in Northern 
Ireland the week before raised £36,000 
but was in 5.2 condition which makes a 
difference. There again, the Ford 9NAN in 
the NI sale was in grade 5 condition and 
sold for £2600 while the grade 2 condition 
example here made a good £3900.

Classics do well 

As expected, other IHCs did well 
particularly the classics which are 
certainly up and coming still. The restored

PART ONE:With talk of sugar beet crops returning to the fields of Fife to be 
used as an energy crop, we review the farming of the crop in the past.

ugar Beet crops have returned

in early 1972. However, this crop is not 
destined for human consumption but as an 
energy crop to feed anaerobic digesters that 
help to produce electricity. There has also 
been a substantial acreage of fodder beet 
grown successfully for livestock feed since 
the Eighties. 

Investigations are to be carried out into 
building a new refining plant to process 
the crop. This is proposed to be on a much 
smaller scale than before, with Fife and 
Tayside area again being in the frame as a 
location for both plant and crop. 


Beet factory 

If all goes to plan, then there might just 
be enough older farmers around who 
could offer advice on the husbandry of 
the crop. Scottish sugar beet growing 
began in earnest in 1926 when the new 
factory at Cupar was opened by the Anglo 
Scottish Beet Company. Many farmers in 
Scotland were very experienced in growing 
root crops such as turnips, swedes, and 
mangolds as livestock feeds, and initially, 
those trying beet for the first time used 
these tried and tested methods to grow

drills to sow the crop, then hoes, shims, and 
cultivators to clean them in the summer 
months. While the crop was harvested by 
hand just as turnips were in the autumn 
and winter months. 


Viability 

Throughout its history, the Cupar factory 
struggled to get enough tonnage to make 
it viable, and only with the strict orders in 
the Second World War did beet growing 
increase enough to satisfy factory capacity. 
Many farmers did not take to the crop 

as it interfered with their set rotations or 
put pressure on the labour resources at 
busy times or did not like how the late 
harvesting operations damaging the soil in 
wet seasons. 

Those farmers who took to beet seriously, 
integrated it into rotations and labour 
availability and to reduce the damage to 
the soil. Ironically just as the factory closed, 
monogerm seed which negated the need 
for hand singling, chemical weed control 
and better machinery arrived which would 
have made growing sugar beet much easier. 
Whether it would have seen a big enough 
increase in the acreage of beet grown to 
save the Cupar factory is open to debate. 


Revived 
When fodder beet was grown in Fife in the 
Eighties, some old sugar beet machinery 


still lying about on farms since the 
A Hunter Hoe was one 


of the Dest horse-drawn 
implements for deaning the

Sixties was pressed back into service for 
harvesting, two Standen Rapides were used

Even the Ferguson, Bean and Nicolson 
steerage hoes could be used for this new 
crop too. Harvesting it was a different 
matter as the crop grew to a slightly 
different depth to sugar beet. Also, the 
harvested beet needed to be chopped or 
sliced to feed livestock. This meant any 
small stones lifted with the beet needed 
to be separated, as was any earth and

of factory fieldsmen by the factory owners 
firstly Anglo Scottish Sugar Co then BSC 
changed methods slightly as beet became a 
crop in its own right. 

One of the first measures the factory 
wanted to introduce was to have the 
crop grown on the flat and not on ridges. 
The usual conservatism of farmers was 
encountered but was gradually overcome. 
It is said that sugar beet was another reason 
which helped reversible ploughing get a 
foothold. These fieldsmen would offer advice 
on the soil fertility, lime, fertiliser and weed 
control methods. They would also discuss 





seed types with farmers before each season.

which fed directly into the troughs. 


Beet clean 

This meant many an old beet cleaner was 
also pressed into service, including Boswell 
root cleaners and Ovenstone Engineering 
of Pittenweem beet cleaners were also 
restored and put back to work in Fife. One 
grower even got out his old Fergie TE-F20 
and fitted the belt pulley unit fitted with 
chains instead of the pulley and fitted it 





with the drive shaft facing downward so

Ferguson 1075 which operated the Standen 
Rapide harvester. Using a Ferguson belt 
pulley in this way was popular at one time 
for pulverising potato foliage too. 

If the proposal goes ahead, we will see 
none of the old sugar beet machinery 
return a third time. Much of it disappeared 
during the high scrap prices before 
2008. Modern multi-row self-propelled 
harvesters already operate for the energy 
beet crop and it will be this type of 
machinery which will no doubt harvest the 
beet for biofuel production. 


Fieldcraft 


However, the sight of the rich green 

leaves of many fields of beet will stir the 
memories of many an elder statesman of 
east-central Scottish agriculture. When 
first grown it was the knowhow of growing 
turnips that prevailed. Ihe appointment 
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seed drill 
This seed would be sown by the 


aforementioned precision drills which 
came after the war before this many of 
the older turnip drills from the likes of 
Wallace, Ballach, Sellars, and Elder of 
Berwick. When Harry Fergusons hydraulic 
system arrived in the Forties, some new 
mounted drills arrived to sow root crops 
in rows. These included the Humberside 
Agricultural Products Co. Ltd. Bean drill; 
others came from Robot and MB Wild. 
One other produced especially for beet 
growers in this part of Scotland was the 
St Andrews Improved drill designed and 
built by Ed Harvey at Greenside Works in 
the home of golf. These machines could 
come in a variety of widths, but sadly none 
appear to have made it into preservation. 
These machines did not have accurate 
spacing, and the arrival soon after of the 
Webb and Stanhay types consigned them 
to the scrapheap. Massey Ferguson also 
offered their own precision drill in the 
early Sixties. 

Steerage hoes and front and mid- 
mounted hoes could be used for all root 
crops, with perhaps some adjustments 
made to widths for different crops, 
with Standen and Webb offering these 
specialised beet versions. Many differing 
inter-row cultivators were put to work to 
clean the crop, be it the famous Hunter 
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Oliver 60 tractor and mid-mounted toolbar typical of the machinery used in the crop in the Forties.

horse hoe or those from Ransomes 
where L-shaped blades could be fitted to 
their variable width toolbars. Likewise, 


adjustable width Ferguson or David Brown 
cultivators could also be used. One novel 
machine used to keep the rows between the 
beet free was an inter-row steerage rotary 
cultivator from Standen of which one 
existed in Fife. 

Standen produced a whole range of 
specialised machinery for all seasons for 
beet growers. In Fife, the agents were MF 
dealers Farm Mechanisation in Cupar in 
competition with JBW Smith who offered 
Catchpole, while International agents A 
J Bowen of Markinch sold John Salmon 
equipment and Nuffield dealer Burnett 
of Pittenweem, handled Dyson beet 
machinery as well as their own Ovenstone 
Cleaners. 


Singling and gapping 
There was a tremendous skill base among 
Scottish farmers and their workers. One of 
these skills was the art of turnip singling, 
which required the small hedge-like rows 
of plants to be reduced down to one plant 
about 8in apart, to allow room and enough 
nutrients for the bulb to swell during the 
growing season. This skill was also required 
for growing beet for the same reasons, 
although the beet was much harder to single 
as the stalks of several plants were tangled 
around each other, meaning a tricky job to 
separate them. It was noted how Scottish 

singling squads had the skills to do this 
upright with a hoe instead of getting down 
on their hands and knees to do it.

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Labour-saving gapping machines arrived 
to take out chunks of the hedge-like rows to 
make singling with a hoe easier. Machines 
from Bentall, Ferguson joined Catchpoles 
Blackwelder machine. 

In September, the factory would open to 
accept beet for processing. Beet intake was 
very controlled with permits for when and 
what quantity you could deliver, but for the 
first few days, they offered free unloading 
to build up enough beet to keep the factory 
going full time. Being September, many 
farmers were busy with other harvesting 
work and could not devote enough time 
to the beet, which might still have a bit of 
growing to do to allow the yield to increase. 


Hand labour 

Early harvests were all hand lifting affairs 
with farmworkers or casual labourers paid 
on piece-work rates coming in to pull beet 
by hand and then chop off the tops. The 
beet was loaded with beet graips into carts 
and taken to the side of the field for loading 
into lorries or even to a nearby railway 
siding for loading into railway wagons for 
shipment to the factory. Casual rates also 
applied to thinning squads and many Irish 
workers came over for the season. 

Making pulling easier was the beet 
plough, this was a deep bladed implement 
that went down the side of the roots and 
eased them loose. In the days of horse 
ploughs, beet ploughs were offered by 
the likes of Ransomes, although many 
a blacksmith would be asked to make 
ploughs for local farmers. This comprised 
a metal plate about 12 to 15in deep, with 


a little point fitted at the bottom to slide 
under the plant. The plate was bolted to the 
beam on the frame of the horse implement 
being converted. 


Pre-war 

Often horse-drawn beet ploughs would be 
drawn by a tractor. Pre-war mechanisation 
of the beet harvest in Scotland was pretty 
basic, although much more dedicated 
equipment became available and was no 
doubt utilised by some progressive English 
growers. The 1939 Highland Show at 
Edinburgh saw only two beet machines 
exhibited: both were lifters from Ransomes 
and Bentall. Some American manufacturers 
who imported in the Thirties and during 
the Lend-Lease years of the war saw their 
tractors, many of which had some sort of 
power lift attachment, used for cultivating 
and hoeing the crop during the growing 
season. 

Both International and John Deere had 
beet lifting equipment. IH had the bow- 
shaped lifter i.e. two shares working on 
either side of the plants. John Deere had 
the No. 54 beet lifter which was a complex 
machine mounted on an A or B tractor 
that lifted the beets and cleaned them on 
revolving spoked wheel which then fed a 
long elevator that swung behind the tractor 
and allowed six rows to be put into one 
for a following lifting machine to load into 
trailers. Although great use was made in 
Scotland of power lift cultivators how many 
of the lifters made it here is unknown. 

Next time we see more developments in 


the methods of sugar beet harvesting.

he earliest wheels were made 
from simple solid disks, shaped 
from a single block of wood. 
From around 5000BC people 
were making wheels from three shaped 
planks of wood, but these were heavy and 
had weak spots. From around 2000BC 
spoked wheels were made, and by the 
Iron Age, these improved wooden wheels 
were being fitted with iron ‘tyres. Some 
of these ‘tyres’ were simply short strips of 
iron called strakes which helped to hold 
the joints of the felloes together and which 
protected the wooden wheel from wear. 


Shoeing 

Nailing the strips of iron onto the wheel 
was known as ‘shoeing’ the wheel. 
Gradually, designs developed to include 
a wheel rim made with wooden sectional 
felloes and a one-piece hoop tyre, which 
is the wheel we still see today on antique 
horse-drawn wagons.

Traditionally a wooden cartwheel is 
made from three different types of wood; 
the ‘nave’ or hub was constructed from 
elm, which had tough grain and was 
unlikely to split. The nave would often 
be strengthened further by adding iron 
bands, these would be heated up and fitted 
by a blacksmith. The spokes were usually 
made from oak, and the felloes, the curved 
sections that form the outside of the 
wheel, are usually made from ash. These 
woods had to be perfectly seasoned or else 
the wood could crack or warp, sometimes 


timber was seasoned for up to six years 
before it was used. The last part of making 
a wheel was the making of the iron ‘tyre’ 
around the outside of the wheel. This, like 
the fitting of the hub bands, was a job for 
the blacksmith who, when cart-building, 
worked closely with the wheelwright. 

The wheel and the iron hoop that 
formed the tyre had to be precisely 
measured, so the hoop was the correct 
size for the wheel. The iron hoop was 
fitted when hot, and as it cooled down, 
the iron contracted, so it gripped the 
wheel together. 

Wheelwrights not only made 
cartwheels, they often built and repaired 
carts and wooden implements, with the 
blacksmith providing any metal fittings 
that were required. It made sense for a 
wheelwright to set up business close to 
the blacksmith, as both craftsmen might 
frequently be called on to work together. 


Shaper of wood 
The word ‘wright’ comes from an Old 
English word ‘wryhta which means 
a worker or shaper of wood and is 
seen in words like ‘wheelwright’ and 
‘shipwright, and in surnames like Wright 
and Cartwright. In the 19th century, 
there was a wheelwright in almost every 
community, and they were essential 
for the movement of goods and people 
as well as playing an important role in 
agriculture. With the arrival of motorcars, 
lorries and tractors work gradually 
slowed down for the wheelwrights, and 
many moved over into engineering roles, 
and as some older wheelwrights died out 
their knowledge and skills frequently 
went with them. 

Today there are very few working 
wheelwrights as there is still a need for 
traditionally made cartwheels.

The 
second seat was for the man who operated 
the sheaf board, which was fitted to the 
back of the cutter bar. He worked the 
treadle connected to the sheaf board; he 
tilted the board up at an angle until there 
was enough corn to make a sheaf. Then

the sheaf board go down, and the stubble 
helped to pull it off. The sheaf was then tied 
by hand by someone following behind on 
foot. This was, of course, repeated over and 
over again, with all the sheaves being tied 
by hand. This mower is now with Manx 
National Heritage.” 


Grass harrow 

Another machine shown here is the 

‘Self Cleaning Grass Harrow” made by 
Bamfords. This is thought to be the only 
example of its type ever brought to the Isle 
of Man. It was brought to the island by the 
Board of Agriculture, based at Knockaloe 
Farm, in the parish of Patrick, near Peel on 
the island's west coast, during the Second 
World War. It was to be used to improve 
grazing on rough/upland pasture.” 

The last know place of use was upland 
pasture on Mr Eddie Cooil’s farm at 
Bradda, Port Erin (the same farm from 
where the threshing mill was rescued). 

It was obtained from the last owner, Mrs 
Phylis Kelly, by Mr John Corkish of Port St 
Mary, in 1992. Subsequently, it was restored 
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to full working order with the help of Mr 
Leslie Watterson and Mr Henry Goldsmith. 
This machine is now owned by Mr James 
Maddrell. 

The last pictures in the series show the 
mower, harrows and the threshing mill and 
part of the family’s collection of tractors 
which were on display for several years 
in the Nineties, at Port St Mary railway 
station.

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Ready in the field hitched to the potato 
planter is Peter's Massey Ferguson 35 that 
he bought in 2003. This three-cylinder 
example has had plenty of work in its 

life. It used to belong to Cheshire Farms 
Ltd, which was a cooperative of large 
farms. Later it was owned by a shooting 
syndicate, but it would no longer run by 
the time Peter bought it. 

"I bought it anyway, hoping there wasnt 
too much wrong with it,” says Peter, “and it 
turned out that all that wrong with it was 
the injector pump.” Although it has had a 
fairly hard life, the tractor runs smoothly 
and quietly, which is a blessing as it means 
that we dont have to shout over a loud 
engine noise to make ourselves heard. 

The potato lifter is a compact little 
machine, thought to date from the late 
Sixties or early Seventies. Johnson also 
made a larger double row version, but for 
Peter and Linda's potato patch the single 
row version is more than adequate and 
within a few minutes it has done the work 
that would have taken two people a couple 
of hours. 


Now it’s autumn, and there's a 
Johnson’s Potato Digger at the 
ready behind Peter's MF 35. 
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The potato digger had worked on various farms before Peter bought it. “You see blue ones around, from 
after Ransomes took over,’ says Peter, “but I'm glad to have an orange one!” 
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Like any harvest its immensely rewarding 
and seeing the yellowy skinned, perfectly 
shaped potatoes falling onto the fresh 
tilled brown sandy soil is like watching 
pennies falling from heaven. The Johnson 
potato harvester not only lifts the crop but 
because of the digging action of the front 
share or blade, it also tills the soil as it 
works, leaving behind a satisfying row of 
fresh crumbly soil. 

Since Linda and Peter only have a 
relatively small plot of potatoes, the 
digging is over all too quickly, and all that 
remains is for us to carry the potatoes 
into the barn. Our small time Sixties- 
style potato harvest is only partially 
mechanised, just as it was back in the 
day. It still requires a workforce of some 
description to pick up and sort through 
the harvest.

After filling the hessian sacks with 
potatoes, we went back to the house for 
lunch and Peter let me drive the 1955 
Ferguson TE-D down the lane. “T use it 
most days to pop up to the field,” says 
Pete, “it’s such a nice easy little run- 
around.” It certainly is an effortless and 
smooth running little tractor to drive. The 
tractor has always been kept in this part 
of Shropshire, and Peter is just the third 
owner. 

“When I bought the tractor in 2018 it 
was sold as a seized up tractor,’ recalls 
Peter. The price reflected the tractor's 
condition and Peter thought it was a good 
deal and well worth the gamble, so he paid 
the price and loaded it onto the lorry. 








“While it was still on the lorry I had a 
fiddle around with it, and in no time I had 
it freed up, so I was pleased to say that by 
the time I unloaded it at home I pretty 
much had it working. I had to replace the 
tyres and the mudguards, but apart from 
that it is quite original, and it is a lovely 
little thing to drive.” 

The tractor is usually fitted with 
standard wheels, but this year Peter put 
a pair of row-crop rear wheels on so he 
could drive between the rows of crops 
without damaging the plants. 


Other harvests 

Growing wheat provides Peter with an 
opportunity for at least one of his three 
Fordson Model N tractors to do some 
ploughing and cultivating work. Peter has 
three ploughs, but for this season he used 
a Ransomes No. 3 Motrac. He sometimes 
ploughs and sows the wheat in autumn, 
sometimes in spring, but always he sows 
with a Monarch 2 horse drill by Knapp & 
Co, and almost always he uses a Fordson 
Model N for the job. He added: “T try to 
use the older tractors for this sort of work 
as they can't do anything which requires a 
PTO, so it’s nice to give them something 
to do^ 

The wheat is always cut using a binder, 
but this year the crop didn't look as nice 
as Peter hoped. “The badgers had been 
digging up a part of the crop, so what 
with that and some extremes of weather, 
it looked a right mess, but actually when 
we came to thresh it, we had some lovely 
grain. The grain Peter planted was 
a variety of wheat called Skyfall, and 
although he was impressed with the yield, 
Peter said the stems were a little shorter 
than he would have liked. 

"Its nice if you can get an old-fashioned 
tall variety, as then it is easy to bind and 
it is nice to thresh when it has a bit of 
length to it.” 

Peter has four binders (he ends up 
taking pity on neglected binders and cant 
help rescuing them) and this year it was 
the turn of his Massey- Harris binder to 
come out of the shed to do some work. 
As well as cutting his own crop with the 
Massey- Harris binder Peter also went out 
‘contracting’ with the binder and he cut a 
crop of flax for a neighbour which was a 
fresh experience. 
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The Jones Master Tedder was quite futuristic in 
its day as it could be swivelled around and towed 


lengthways. 
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Peter baled his hay using this New Holland 
Super Hayliner 68 baler, which was another 
local machine. 
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As well as making his own hay to sell Peter enjoys 
baling hay for some of his neighbours too. 

















Crichton 

For threshing his wheat Peter used his old 
Crichton Threshing box, powered by a 
Fordson N. Peter also owns a Ransomes, 
Sims & Jeffries threshing machine, but this 
year it was the Crichton’s turn to have an 
outing. This machine was built in Scotland 
by James Crichton in 1942, and when 
Peter bought it, it had most definitely seen 
better days. 

Pete recalls that at the time he had just 
successfully restored the Ransomes box, 
and he felt that restoring a second box was 
bound to be simpler as he knew what he 
was doing this time. “In hindsight, that 
was rather naive,’ recalls Peter, “because 
the Crichton box had a lot more rot, some 
of it in the important places too, and much 
more of it had to be replaced.” 


Super Star 
Completing the Celtic theme, at the back 
of the Crichton threshing machine, was a 
Jones Super Star baler making the straw 
into bales, most of which were bought by 
a neighbour. “We had the most wonderful 
day threshing,” said Peter, “all the 
machines worked perfectly, the weather 
was lovely, and everybody who helped had 
a great time.’ 

The Jones Star didn’t miss a beat 
as Peter keeps everything very well 
maintained. The Jones Super Star has had 
a hardworking life, though. “There is wear 9» 
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Anyone know what age this Super Hayliner 
68 is? Peter thought 1965, but someone else 
suggested 1961. 


on places I've never seen wear on a baler,’ 
laughs Peter, “and the drawbar was so 
worn that I had to put it on upside down

Hay tedder 


The hay crop was turned using a Jones 
Master Tedder, which Peter feels works as 
well, if not better than a haybob. “Tve seen 
haybobs throw out great clumps of wet 
hay and fail to spread them properly, but 
the Jones does a nice steady even job.” 

For baling his hay crop this summer, 
Peter used his New Holland baler. 
"Its a lovely baler, and I've known its 
whereabouts since it was new, says Peter, 
“in fact, the previous owners were my 
cousins, and I bought it from them for £65 
as it was no longer used. It has been a great 
baler, and each year I use it I do a little 
more to improve it. This year it has had a 
new set of pick-up tines, and it is picking 
the hay up really cleanly now.” 


Earning their keep 
Much of the hay Peter sells is bought by 
local horse owners, but he also goes out 
making hay for others. “The best thing 
about baling for someone else is when you 
have finished you can look proudly on 
all those bales out in the field and know 
that you can just take your equipment and 
drive away. And you dont have to carry 
any of it off the field! I love that feeling!" 
This is what it is all about for Peter; 
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working those old machines, making them 
pay for themselves, and keeping them in 
tip-top working condition. Now Peter has 
a good working vintage or classic machine 
for every job, and on a small scale, he is 
growing a wide enough variety of crops 

to give every machine a chance to work 
regularly. “I really don't need any more 
tractors or machinery now, laughs Peter, 
"but you know once you've been collecting 
a while people offer you things, and it's 
difficult to say no sometimes.” Especially 
binders...

Therefore, Friends of Ferguson Heritage 
is a Limited Company registered 
with Companies House, company 
registration number 03096006. 

As a Limited Company, the 
FoFH must abide by many rules and 
regulations that are constantly being 
updated by Companies House, which 
also includes the way the club’s finances 
are prepared and presented for VAT 
and tax purposes. Currently, the 
Treasurer compiles monthly accounts 
and submits these to the club's chartered 
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accountants, who present the annual 
accounts to both the Inland Revenue 
and Companies House. 

Having over 5000 members, 
an organisation of this size has 
a considerable administrative 
responsibility, much of which has been 
undertaken by volunteers in the past. 
This has worked very well to date, but to 
ensure continuity for those who follow 
the current management team, it has 
become apparent that the day-to-day 
administration of the FoFH needs to be 
updated and modernised.

Exeter on Saturday, October 31, 
there was a very special 1967 International 
706 No. 4111 76hp multi-geared tractor in 
the sale, lot 513. It sold for £7200, but only a 
few knew this was not an imported tractor 
from North America in preservation times, 
but one that worked in the UK all its life. 
Perhaps if more people knew this fact, the 
price would have been much, much higher, 
because of its UK provenance. But you live 
and learn as they say, and in any case, you 
either love or hate this style of American 
IHC tractor of this period. 

The new West Midlands owners 
collected the tractor the following week 
with the original hard to find IHC ignition 
key, which Imbert May had thoughtfully 
removed until the new owners arrived. 
However, when loading the tractor on to 
the trailer they found the tax disc holder 
under the diesel tank which had been 
sprayed over in the past with red paint, 
they took the cover off and to their total 
amazement, there were two old tax discs 
with the registration BLG 786F. This now 
confirms it was supplied with their other 
IH 706, No. 4110 BLG 785F to Ridley Hall 
Farm, Tarporley, Cheshire new and the 
two tractors are now safely back together 
53 years later from when they arrived in 
Cheshire.

sold conventional Argo cars in place of 
his former Galloway high wheelers. These 
had originated in France under the name 
Ajax but had been made in America since 
the fall of France and latterly became 
Galloway's curiously titled Arabian before 
fizzling out in 1917. 

Back in England, Henry Garner soon 
had fresh problems besides unsold tractors. 
With British manufacturers returning 
to civilian production, and thousands of 
ex-WD vehicles available at low prices, the 
bottom dropped out of the lorry market. 
His car sales were holding up, and he 
claimed to be “the largest contractor for 
Talbot cars”. Share capital rose to £100,000 
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and, with the threat of raised vehicle import 
duties, he prepared an English Garner 
commercial vehicle chassis assembled 
from Dorman engine, Kirkstall axle, John 
Thompson frame, Coventry radiator, 
Lynton wheels and Dunlop tyres. These 
appeared in Spring 1925 when the Moseley 
Motor Works was said to have the capacity 
to make ten a week. An initial order for 29 
Dorman engines contributed to the first 
batch built, and soon afterwards a 23,000sq 
ft factory in Tyseley, Birmingham (near 
where Abingdon King Dick spanners were 
made) was reserved for 1926 production. 


Garner Motors 
In 1927, the garage and commercial vehicle 
manufacturing side separated with the latter 
now called Garner Motors with £50,000 
capitalisation. It seems that Sentinel Waggon 
Works acquired a chunk of the shares with 
provision for London and possibly export 
sales to be handled from its London HQ 
of Sentinel House, Southampton Row. 
Sentinel was anxious to hedge its bets against 
falling steam wagon orders and it had 
also branched out into steam agricultural 
tractors. These followed forestry types from 
1923 and Roadless half-tracks in 1924. 

The Rhino of 1927 was designed for 
agriculture in Africa but was expensive 
and only eight were sold. Interestingly, a 
McLaren-Benz diesel-engined tractor was 
also made at Sentinel’s Shrewsbury factory 
but did not enter series production. طز‎

Much of the 4x4 detail work at Garner 
was undertaken by Leonard Jagger, who 
had worked on Karrier and Alvis military 
vehicles. 

Instead, Garner was directed to 
make trailers, compressors for torpedo 
refuelling, aircraft instrument test 
equipment, generating sets, armoured 
observation posts, flare path equipment 
and commercial vehicle bodywork. The 
workforce grew from 100 to 180 and, by 
the end of the war, 10,000 bodies and 2500 
trailers had been built. 

Garner considered making light electric 
and petrol vans after the war, and Leonard 
Jagger made prototypes but decided 
that bodywork for all makes of chassis 
would be more profitable. It also learned 
that the Farmers Weekly had predicted 
that there was a need for 100,000 light 
horticultural and smallholding tractors. 


Competition 

Plainly Garner did not know about the 
upcoming Ferguson, nor the myriad 
hopefuls like Monarch, Newman, Ransome, 
Trusty, British Anzani, President and OTA 
among many others. With no members of 
the Garner family left on the board, there 
was no recollection of the salutary lesson of 
trying to sell tractors 30 years earlier. 

The two wheel plus jockey wheel Garner 
Light Tractor conceived by Leonard Jagger 
and team was launched in January 1947 
with 5/6hp JAP single-cylinder motor 
by the newly created Garner Mobile 
Equipment Co in the Acton bodyworks 
where the lorries had formerly been built. 


Robust 

It was described as a “sound engineering 
job that was designed to fill the needs of 
today for a robust, handy, general duty 
tractor for the agricultural and horticultural 
industries. In particular, the Light 

Tractor has been built so that it requires 
the absolute minimum maintenance. 
However, no mechanical unit will give of 
its best unless it is given some attention 

— if these points are attended to your 
tractor should give you many years of 
trouble-free operation. On the other hand, 
failure (to do so) may lead to a number of

not work indefinitely if it is run on grit 
instead of grease! The machine had a 
centrifugal clutch, three speeds and reverse 
gearbox, and individual brakes on each 
wheel. Teething troubles and post-war 
shortages of steel and essential components 
delayed production for a year, and it took 
until April 1949 for a four-wheel version 
with 7hp petrol-paraffin JAP motor to 

be available. The four-wheeler used the 
individual wheel brakes to provide "power 
steering" and had mid and rear tow bars 
with the driver facing forward from above 
where the handlebars were on the two- 
wheeler, on which it was closely based 
though a slightly wider and longer design 
was adopted in 1950. 


Smaller profit 
Output was soon running at 15 a week 
which was probably all that the lorries 
ever managed but prices were, of course, 
much lower and profit potential therefore 
smaller. The bodywork side continued to 
flourish, and the board of directors carried 
on as at the outbreak of war with the 
American toothpaste tube manufacturer 
on the boards of both Garner Motors and 
Garner Mobile Equipment. Interestingly, 
Henry Garner Ltd was still in Moseley, 
Birmingham and was by then handling just 
Morgan new cars. 

As a cub reporter in the Sixties, one of 
my first jobs was writing up the opening 
of a new Bristol Street Motors depot in 


Moseley. There, I talked to the builder 
whod worked on the project, who said the 
building had originally been an old tram 
depot. Yes, you've guessed it, it was the 
former Moseley Motor Works and, what is 
more, the builder had cleared tons of old 
vehicle parts from what he described as a 
sort of motor production line. Could this 
have been what was left of the American 
spares or of the first steps to make an English 
Garner? He told me where the scrap had 
gone, but there the trail went cold. 


Last years 

By then the Garner bodyworks had 
merged with Hawsons similar enterprise in 
Sunbury-on-Thames and would eventually 
move to Andover, where it was still active 
in recent times. 

What of Garner Mobile Equipment? Well, 
the Light Tractors carried on and included 
a few supplied to replace towpath horses on 
canals. They may have lasted to about 1960, 
though were little publicised after 1956. The 
firm continued to make cabs for tractors and 
also those curious one-wheeled car trailers 
that used to be bolted to the rear bumpers 
of traditional cars with a jockey wheel 
underneath. It also supplied spares for its old 
products until wound up in 1968. 

Although few of the early tractors and 
commercials exist, there appear to be 
dozens of the Fifties variety doing the 
rounds of summer rallies and upholding 
the once well-known Garner name.

When sorting out a load of old 
paperwork that seems to be unexplainably 
multiplying in a corner next to my 
armchair, I came across a letter from 
the BWMB from 2010 advising that the 
projected wool price for our type of wool 
was 122p per kilo which for our small clip 
would come to £336.80. Not a fortune, 
but it covered the cost of shearing and the 
diesel to take the wool sacks to Stamford. 


The average weight of wool from one of 
our Dartmoors is 7-9 kilos that works out 
at around £2.50 per fleece. Small flock 
owners are paying around a fiver to get a 
sheep clipped so you can see it is a total 
loss-making exercise. I can't think of 
another commodity that in just ten years 
has had to endure such a savage drop. I 
just hope my knuckles don't pack up at 
clipping time and I can carry on shearing 
our own sheep. 

Live sheep prices are also all over the 
place, as well as the virus disrupting sales 
there is also the uncertainty over Brexit. 
Will we be able to still sell our lamb 
abroad? Will New Zealand lamb dry up or 
will it flood the market when a trade deal 
is done? Who knows, but we carry on as 
normal.

New Holland 435 


Now the weather has turned and its too 
wet to do a lot of outside jobs I can start 
doing some repair jobs in the workshop. 
The first (and should be easiest) is the 
repairs to my New Holland 435 mower. 
The main problem is the wear to the 
second rotor disc drive shaft. WhenI 
think back it has always been like that 
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hoping it lasts longer this time.

Both the shaft and hub are worn, a run of weld at the top and bottom of the hub did the trick, here’s 


since I got it. The drive shaft and the 
hub that fits on it are worn and the disc 
wobbles about. 

I have bodged it up to keep going each 
haymaking. The first year I investigated 
the fault I found the roll pin that locks the 
two together was broken, so I knocked 
a bit of round bar in. It firmed it up for 
a while, but it was soon wobbling again 
after a few acres. Next, I thought, “it’s a 
bit drastic but jigger it, I will run a bead 
of weld around the top of the hub and the 
top of the exposed shaft.’ That lasted half a 
day, and it was loose again. 

Then I removed the hub, veed out the 
centre of the hub and tapered the top of 
the driveshaft and really welded it up, ሙጅ 
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Here's “Jiggermi’ we think he's a cracker, and I'm 
under strict orders “never to sell him’. 


and thought that would hold it, but no 
that cracked. The problem turned out to 
be dissimilar metals, the drive shaft is 
hardened steel, and the hub is softer stuff. 


Too much rush 

All these repairs took place over several 
hay times, and that was the trouble, I was 
always in a rush to get to the next field 
while the sun was shining. So this spring 
I removed the hub again and cleaned 
everything up and ran some weld inside 
the hub, smoothed it down with an air 
die grinder and fitted it back on the 
shaft. Now, this did quite well and lasted 
halfway through this summer’s mowing, 


but inevitably by the end of the season, 
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it was rocking again. So now I had a bit 
of a plan, I stripped it down and welded 
internally the top and bottom of the hub. 
I slowly worked the surface smooth with 
the grinder and round file. Now I wasnt 
constantly looking out of the workshop 
door at the weather, I could take more 
time. Eventually, I got it a nice knock-on 
fit all the way down; I knocked the pin in 
and refitted the disc. 


Box of treasures 

But I was disappointed when I gave the 
disc a sharp snatch and could see it wobble 
slightly. On thinking about it, I realised the 
only thing that was left that could cause it 
was the knock-in roll pin. So, I stripped it 
all down again and on checking the fit of 
the pin I found it was quite sloppy. All the 
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rock and rolling must have worn the hole. 
I knew it would be no good getting the 
right size roll pin as it would be too loose, 
so I turned to my large box of treasures 
that contains all sorts of oddments I keep 
in the workshop. 

I am constantly being told by the 
younger generation to chuck it out 
because it’s “in the way”, but after a long 
but fruitful rummage I smugly came up 
with a roll pin that was a much better fit. 
I knocked it in, and to make doubly sure 
I found another pin the same length but 
two sizes smaller. I hammered this pin up 
the centre of the larger roll pin and this 
time when I rocked the disc everything 
was locked up solid. 

I needed to take all the discs off because 
I had recently discovered there is a grease 
nipple on the top of each drive shaft that 
greases the top bearing on the shaft. AII 
the time I have had the mower, I never 
knew they were there. It was only while 
sorting out that mountain of paperwork 
at the side of my chair that I came across 
a package that some kind reader sent me 
when I bought the mower a few years ago, 
and it showed a diagram of all the grease 
points. I pumped grease into all four top 
bearings and while the discs were off and 
I could get to the knives, I gave them a 
good sharpen, so I can now put the mower 
undercover for winter and tick it off the 
list. Now, what's next.

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n the initial test run of the 

TE-F20 with its rebuilt 

engine, I noticed a clunking 

coming from the wheels/ 
back axle, but after tightening the wheel 
nuts it was still there. The owner explained 
that the college had “rebuilt” the backend 
before they went on to ruin the engine, so 
I was apprehensive of what I might find! 


Lucky break 

Having found oil dribbling down the 
brake backplates, I assumed the worst. The 
brakes would be contaminated with oil. 
On jacking the tractor up and sitting it on 
stands, I soon discovered that the oil was 
only on the outside of the brake backplate. 
Inside, the brakes were clean and free from 
oil, in fact, they had been relined. 

I soon found that the source of oil was 
coming past the end of the axle trumpet, 
mainly because all six retaining nuts were 
loose on both sides. I thought “a nice 
quick fix to tighten nuts, job done,’ but no. 
Grasping the brake drum after removing 
the wheel I discovered there was about 
'4in (6mm) of end float. It should be in the 
region of 8 - 10 thou! This left one avenue 
to strip out the half shafts and investigate 
what was going on. 


Stripped 

Undoing the six retaining nuts, I 
discovered that one had a stripped thread. 
It later transpired that two of the studs 
had been made from a soft bolt and the 
housing had been rethreaded with a 
bigger thread. When I thought nothing 
could get worse, I pulled the other shaft 
out and discovered that housing had been 
machined to a smaller diameter. It was a

; Stud replacement 

: Both bearings are ok, so the quickest way 

| now is to fit a new shrink-on collar and fit 
۰ the two replacement shafts after packing 

: the bearings with fresh grease. In an ideal 
۰ world, the outer seals probably need 

| changing, but this is a 1956 model and has 
ን a grease nipple fitted on the trumpet so 

| that the wheel bearing can be greased and 
| there is an inner seal fitted. 


I knocked out three of the broken studs, 


ْ but the other three would not move, so 

" with a bit of patience, I drilled them out 
: until there was about 1-1.5 mm left. This 
: released the pressure on them, and they 
ْ came out easily with a good clout using 

| a big hammer and punch. The new studs 
: should ideally be pushed in with a press 


(the old ones should be pushed out on the 


: press), but with the bearing housing in 

: place, I had to resort to drift and hammer 
: with the wheel flange resting on the anvil 
ْ for support. 


: Fitting the collar 

: The bearing retaining collar is a tight fit 

ْ as it is shrunk on, the new collar is heated 
: to expand it, and then it will drop down 

: against the bearing. As it cools down it 

١ will shrink on to the axle shaft. Before 

ْ lighting the blowlamp, I did a test run to 

: ensure I could pick up the hot collar with 
| long-handled pliers and fit it over the shaft 
፡- 50 it would fit on squarely. The last thing 

: I wanted was for the collar to jam on the 

: shaft in the wrong place, cool down, and 

: then remove it by drilling it! 


All was well. The manual says heat the 


: collar but is not specific how hot to get it. 
፡ Having fitted starter rings to flywheels, 

ْ these are heated to an even blue colour, so 
ْ thought that would work with the collar. 

ْ Heating it evenly with the blowlamp on 

ْ some fire brick I noticed it was zinc plated, 
: and this turned to a yellowish oxide layer 
| so was hard to determine the colour of 

: the steel. After several minutes of heating, 
: I deemed it to be hot enough, turned 

| off the gas, picked up the collar with the 

ْ pliers and lowered it down the axle shaft. 

ْ Releasing it from the pliers it dropped 

ْ snug on to the bearing, I gave it a gentle 

ْ tap with a drift, but it was down in place. 


: Setting the end float 

ْ Setting the end float is a straightforward 
ٴ‎ job, but a bit laborious, as the shafts 

‪ have to come out several times until the 
: clearance is set right. The adjustment 

ْ is made with shims that are added 

ْ or subtracted from behind the brake 

| backplate. Two gaskets are used each side, 
| one each side of the backplates. To start 
ْ with, two gaskets and one shim is added 
ْ to both axle shafts and fitted back on the 
: tractor with the brake backplates. 


Once tightened it will be difficult to 


: turn if there is no end float, as in this case, 
: shims are added one at a time until the 
: shaft will turn easily and then a further 8 - 


10 thou of shims are added to achieve the 


: correct clearance or end float. 


Once correct, strip shafts out again and 


: then put the shims each side along with 

: one of the gaskets behind the backplate, 

: the other on the outside of the backplate, I 
: give each a smear of RTV as I go to ensure 
: aseal. Although the manual advises that 

: the brake backplate should be released 
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from the brake linkage to make the job 
easier, it can be done with it in situ, I have 
found with a couple of pins in the bolt 
holes holds the assembly in place until the 
studs are screwed in. 


Brake adjustment 

With the half shafts correctly set, all that 
was left was to set up the brakes. As I 
said the brakes had new linings, so I just 
cleaned the drums with some coarse 
emery to remove the glaze for the shoes 
to bed in nicely. Once the drums are on, 
it is just a matter of releasing the large 
nuts either side of the operating rod and 
to tighten the adjuster until the drum 
locks up. 

Tighten the large nuts as the shoes will 
now be centred in the drums, then slacken 
the adjusters till the drums turn without 
dragging. Now it’s wheels on and a test 
drive to check the brakes pull evenly when 
applying them. If unbalanced, i.e. pulling 
to the left, then slacken the left adjuster by 
a couple of clicks or vice versa. 


Expecting miracles 

I am not sure why the college deemed it 
necessary to grind down the buttons on 
the half shafts. This alone would have 
increased the end float beyond what it 
should have been, but I took out 6 - 20 
thou shims which were not needed. I 
know that each shaft may be slightly 
different, but I am sure they do not vary 
that much. And why they deemed it 
necessary to machine the bearing housing 
so it was a rattling fit is beyond me. 
Anyway, I left the tractor owner happily 
grinning as he went to work mowing his 
paddock. Lets hope no other problems 
come up. The next time I see the tractor 
should be when we re-torque the cylinder 
head nuts. 


Tools required 


Jack and large stands. 

Socket and ring spanners. 

Gaskets or gasket making material. 
Blowlamp for heating shrink on collar. 
RTV silicone or other sealant. 
Additional shims may be required.
